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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his Invention. 

1. Claim 9 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in 
the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession 
of the claimed invention. Claim 9 is amended to include: "A computer readable 
medium", the disclosure does not disclose a computer readable medium. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 
35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

2. Claims 1 - 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because claims 1-15 does not 
cover a § 101 Judicial Exception, or a practical application of § 101 Judicial exception 
wherein claims 1-15 lacks a practical application that produces a useful, tangible, and 
concrete result. The claimed invention must have cited in the body of the claim a 
practical application that provides a useful, tangible, and concrete result. See 101 
intern guidelines of patent applications for patentable subject matter eligibility, Diehr . 
450 U.S. at 191, 209 USPQ at 10; Benson , 409 U.S. at 71-72. 175 USPQ at 676; State 
Street, 149 F.3d at 1373-74, 47 USPQ2d at 1601-02, Brenner v. Manson, 383 U.S. 519, 
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528-36, 148 USPQ 689, 693-96 (1966); In re Fisher. 421 F.3d 1365, 76 USPQ2d 1225 
(Fed. Cir. 2005); In re Ziegler, 992 F.2d 1197, 1200-03. 26 USPQ2d 1600, 1603-06 
(Fed. Cir. 1993). 

3. Claim 9 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because claim 9 is not statutory. The 
specification states any kind of carrier, this would include signals and therefore claim 9 
is non-statutory since a signal is non-statutory (see pages 55 - 57 of 101 intern 
guidelines of patent applications). Page 7 of specification discloses: 

It is clear thai the invention can be partly or entirely embodied by one or more 
suitable software programs, \»\\\ch can be stored on or otheavise provided by 
any kind of data carrier, and which might be executed in or by any suitable data 
processing unit.
